with MIKE KOWALSKI... 


Mike Kowalski is a percussionist for 

The Beach Boys. This interview, between 
him and Alice, President of BBFUN, 
took place February 1983. 


ALICE: Everybody wants to know 
everything. We’re all very nosy. Maybe 
you could start at the beginning with 
where you were born and when, if you 
don’t mind. 

MIKE: I was born in Hollywood, Calif- 
ornia, on July 28, 1944. 

ALICE: That’s a long time ago. 

MIKE: That makes me 38. 

ALICE: Uh oh. 


MIKE: As they say, it makes me look 18. 


ALICE: We: all think so. 

MIKE: More like 48. 

ALICE: No. When did you start playing 
music? 

MIKE: I started playing music when I 
was about 3, I started playing boogie 
woogie. I think I played my first pro- 
fessional engagement with Mel Torme. 
He played drums and I played piano. It 
was some kind of TV program that my 
father got me on when I was about 5 
years old or something like that. From 
then on it was the piano until I got my 
drums. I was about eleven and Jack 
Webb gave my first set of drums. 
ALICE: The Jack Webb? 


, MIKE: The Jack Webb. My brother 


used to work for him as a dialogue di- 
rector on Dragnet. A situation happened 
where he came to our house and heard 
me play my congo drums with my hair 
brushes. My parents had invited him to 
dinner. The next day he gave me my set 
of drums. That’s why I taught myself 
how to play. I was about eleven. At the 
same time I was still going to school. 
Later, I was going to Chaminade High 
School which is in Cheviot Hills near 
Culver City, California. The school is no 
longer there. It was an old military 
academy built in the 1920's. It was a 
Catholic boys’ school. While I was 
attending that school I was still playing 
my drums. However, I boarded there for 


a semester. Then I went there for my 
full year as a sophomore, then I transfer- 
red to Hollywood High. I spent my 
junior and senior years at Hollywood 
High. I just kept into music. I continued 
to play my rock and roll and my piano. 
One thing led to another. 

ALICE: Did you get into a band or any- 
thing like that? 

MIKE: I was into local bands in 1961 
and 1962. I didn’t really start playing 
professionally until probably a year after 
I got out of high school. I was going to 
Pierce College at the time. I started 
playing six nights a week. From then on 
I have been playing ever since. I met Ed 
Carter in 1962 or 1963. I was about 18. 
When I met Ed Carter I thought he was 
a fantastic guitarist, as I do right now. 
We’ve been friends for so long. He intro- 
duced me to Bruce. I started playing 
with Bruce at fraternity parties, clubs 
and things like that. I met the Dragons; 
Doug, Daryl and Dennis, in 1963. I 
worked my way through situations. 
ALICE: It was just one connection lead- 
ing to another. When did you first start 
playing with The Beach Boys? 

MIKE: I got out of the draft in 1967 
and moved to San Francisco. I was living 
in Marin County. I stayed there for 
about a year. I was working in bands 


and having a great time. The draft was

EDITORIAL 


Secretary of the Interior J ames G, 
Watt certainly did make a boo-boo on 
April 6 when he made that statement 
about rock music attracting the 
“wrong” kind of people to the July 4th 
celebration in Washington, D.C. Mr. Watt 
incurred not only the wrath of The 
Beach Boys and their immense following, 
but of President Reagan and many con- 
gress-people as well. 

It was very rewarding to see tens of 
millions of people across the country rise 
up in'defense of the fine music of The 
Beach Boys and other rock bands. The 
very next day Secretary Watt recanted 


his statement and apologized. He admit- _ 


ted that he had had no idea what he was 
talking about and that he had run his 
mouth before putting his brains in gear. 
In other words, he had spoken about a 
subject of which he knew nothing. To 
his credit, however, he learned mighty 
fast, admitted he was wrong, and was a 
good sport about it. 


Now, we can learn a very important 
lesson from all of this. In a few decades, 
we'll be Mr. Watt’s age, and a new genera- 
tion will have been born and grown up. 
They will have their share of very talented 
people—maybe even another Brian Wilson— 
and there will be new forms of music and 
other arts that we can’t possibly antici- 
pate. Some of these we may not care for. 
But whatever we do, let’s hold our 
tongues until we know something about 
the subject. 

It seems to be human nature to feel 
the way Mr. Watt apparently felt. Al- 
though I hate to admit it, I was in pre- 
school when Elvis Presley was creating a 
stir. He could do no right in the minds 
of the older generation, and no wrong in 
the minds of the younger. I can remem- 
ber the “big kids” saying, “If that is 
what happens to you when you grow up, 
I don’t want to.” Now, they have grown 
kids of their own, and may of them are 
up in arms against “punk” rock and 
short hair. That is, they’re doing exactly 
what they swore they would never do. 
They’re talking the very same way Mr. 
Watt did before he learned his lesson; 
they’re shooting themselves in the foot. 

I’m not immune either. I have no use 
for “beautiful” music — the stuff you 
hear in airports and dentist’s offices, 

And I think they play far too many 
oldies on the radio. So, I could have a 


hole in my foot someday, but maybe 
this Watt incident will help prevent it. 


RECORD PROMOTION 


It is now critical that you know which 
radio stations in your area are playing 
“What You Do To Me,” and call these 
Stations twice daily to request it. Also, 
please ask for cuts from Rock and Roll 
City and Youngblood. This is critical. 
Please do it even if that is all you do.

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MIKE KOWALSKI Continued from page ] 
hanging over my head, but I finally 
found a way to escape it legally. When 
that happened I moved to England. My 
friend, Ed Carter called me and said, 
“let’s check it out.” I went there and 
stayed for about six months. I happened 
to meet my wife at that time. I arrived 
in England in January 1968 and Stayed 
for five months until I came back to the 
United States in June 1968. I joined 
The Beach Boys that summer. Ed and I 
both joined at the same time. 

ALICE: When I was interviewing Ed for 
the newsletter a couple of years ago he 
was saying that England was really cold 
and there was no money. 

MIKE: We had it pretty rough over 
there. In 1969, I moved back to Eng- 
land and I stayed there for a year. Our 
first daughter was born there. I came 
back to the States and joined The Beach 
Boys again. I stayed with them until 
1973 or something like that. 

ALICE: You played at the Whiskey, 
didn’t you (1971)? 

MIKE: Oh, yeah. 

ALICE: I can remember that. 

MIKE: That was when Dennis hurt his 
thumb or arm or something like that. 
ALICE: He cut his hand up when he 
was installing a window or something. 
MIKE: I played on the Surf’s Up album, 
Live in London, Beach Boys Live in 
Concert and several other recordings. 
ALICE: Live in London, wasn’t that 
recorded around 1968? 

MIKE: Right — 1969 and 1970. I play- 
ed drums on “Bluebirds Over the 
Mountain.” Have you heard that record? 
ALICE: Oh, yeah. 

MIKE: It was around that time, 1969 
or 1970. 

ALICE: I had a hunch when they re- 
corded that Live in London album that 
they were on the same bill with Chuck 
Berry. I remember at the end of the 
Chuck Berry record, that became a 
single live version, I heard something at 
the end where the announcer was saying 
to the audience, “you’d better behave 
yourselves or you’re not going to have 
The Beach Boys.” I thought that was 
funny. PHI be darned if maybe it wasn’t 
the same time as the Live in London. 
MIKE: As I recall it’s gotta be 1969 

or 1970. I don’t remember Chuck Berry, 
though. I remember a lot of English 
groups that we played with. I remember 
the group called Vanity Fair that had 
the record “‘Hitchin’ a Ride.” 

ALICE: Oh yes. I loved that. Yes, it was

about that same time. l think I saw you 
at the Montercy Pop Festival. 

MIKE: I played drums there as well. 
Dennis did really well, too, as a matter 
of fact, when he wasn’t playing drums, 
he was up front singing. 

ALICE: He wasn’t at the Monterey 
Festival. I believe he was filming Two 
Lane Blacktop at the time. 

MIKE: That’s right. 

ALICE: I remember the darnedest 
things. 

MIKE: It was really Bruce who got me 
into the band. Bruce is a very fine 
musician. 

ALICE: He sure is. 

MIKE: I respect him a lot. 

ALICE: When you're off on the road, 
funny things happen. I know that when 
I go places there is always something 
happening. There’s always a laugh to 

be had. 

MIKE: Oh yeah. 

ALICE: Do you have any favorites? 
MIKE: Gosh, I really can’t think. Nothing. 
There are so many things that I can’t 
really pinpoint one thing that really 
stands out in my mind. It’s a lot of fun 
being on the road with those guys. 
ALICE: I’m sure it is. I did something 
that is so dumb, that I don’t think you 
can really be a human being and be this 
dumb. I think you have to almost be a 
monkey. Not quite a person. I interview- 
ed Carl, in May, for the record he’s 
coming out with. It took longer to 
decide when and where to do the inter- 
view than to do the interview. We were 
in Pine Knob and their next stop was 
Padukah, Kentucky. He said, “Why 
don’t you come to Padukah with us and 
we'll do the interview on the plane and 
you can see the show and then go back 
to Los Angeles.” But, did I say sure Pd 
love to? No! 

MIKE: Why didn’t you? 

ALICE: I don’t know. I just wasn’t too 
bright. I just said well I don’t know, 
maybe I shouldn't. I’m afraid PI get 
stranded there. Really, who cares! 
MIKE: You would be the last person to 
get stranded. 

ALICE: I would’nt mind being stranded 
for something like that. I really wouldn’t. 
I passed up a real chance. That is behind 
me now. I guess I’ll probably do it again 
someday. 

MIKE: You mentioned before, to back- 
track, when my folks were out here and 
that my father was a movie pioneer 
when he came out to California in 1931. 





ALICE: Oh yes. 

MIKE: From then on he worked his way 
up through the business with my two 
brothers, one is a writer and the other 
is a director and producer. Bernie, the 
one in the middle, was the executive 
producer for Baretta for five years. He 
did all kinds of TV and films. Actually 
my family has been in motion pictures 
for years. I’ve been the only one into 
music. 

ALICE: That's an interesting background. 
MIKE: Being born and raised in Holly- 
wood is a whole different situation. 
Hollywood used to be fantastic in the 
fifties. From the time I went to gram- 
mer school until the eighth grade I 
would walk down Hollywood Blvd. in 
the middle 1950’s and it was fantastic. 
It was just the way people thought it 
would be. 

ALICE: It’s a shame what’s happened 
to it. 

MIKE: Since about 1967 Hollywood 
has deteriorated. 

ALICE: That is about the time I came 
out here. I wonder if there’s some kind 
of connection? It is a shame what’s 
happened. It did use to be very nice. 
MIKE: I remember in the early 1960's, 
when I was still in college, I played a 
lot of those gigs at UCLA with Bruce. 
He was in demand. Everybody would 
call him for gigs, recordings and things 
like that. I think he wrote his first hit 
when he was about 14 or 15. 

ALICE: What was it? 

MIKE: You can’t really quote me on this. 
The one I remember was a song called 
“Gee, But I’m Lonesome” by Ron 
Holden. That was one of my favorite 
records, as a matter-of-fact. I think I was 
in the eighth or ninth grade at the time. 
It was a big hit. Ron Holden had “Love 
You So” it was his first hit, then his 
second hit was “Gee, But I’m 
Lonesome.” 

ALICE: Somebody said he had something 
to do with “Teen Beat?” 

MIKE: Sandy Nelson? 

ALICE: Yes. 

MIKE: I saw Sandy Nelson just recently 
in a music store a couple of weeks ago. 
ALICE: Oh really? 

MIKE: Exactly a week ago I saw him. I 
met him a couple of times, but I didn’t 
say hello since I hadn’t seen him in such 
a long time. Bruce and Sandy Nelson 
were really tight. Bruce, Sandy and 
Richard Podolor who was producing 

all the Three Dog Night and Steppen- 
wolf. Bruce was the one who steered me 


into that direction. 

ALICE: Since you have all the back- 
ground in the entertainment industry, a 
lot of people are probably going to say, 
“Pd like to get into that line of work.” 
Right now it’s awfully hard to get into 
any line of work. Every so often I get a 
letter from someone saying, “I want to 
come out to California and look for a 
job. What will I do?” I just hate to 

write back and say “The unemployment 
rate out here is along the line of 10%, so 
forget it.” I hate to do that. I hate to 
dash people’s hopes. But, on the other 
hand I don’t want to lead them on. 
MIKE: There’s always a shot. If you 
have something to offer, an idea, a script, 
a story or a song that you believe in, be 
prepared to sweat it out. Go for it if you 
believe in it. 

ALICE: I guess if you keep after it 

long enough. 

MIKE: Yeah — you start meeting people 
and it snowballs. As long as you keep 
your head above water and keep your 
head clear there’s no reason why you 
can’t progress and maybe reach the top 
of your goal. If you want to move out 
from Chicago, New York, Peoria, Atlanta 
or wherever. It’s all there. Everybody’s 
always looking for something creative 
and clever. 

ALICE: There are probably plenty of 
people who ask this question, “I have 

an idea, I want to write a script, what 
will I do?” 

MIKE: Probably an outline is the first 
thing you'll do or short treatment. It’s 
nice to know people or who will refer 
you to so-called “connections.” It takes 
a little longer when you come out cold. 
It’s nice to know somebody. 

ALICE: Yeah, connections do help. 
MIKE: I think so. 

ALICE: A lot of people think I’m a 
connection. It’s a lot of baloney. I really 
don’t know too many people. 

MIKE: The thing is, it’s who you know 
and not what you know. It is both. You 
have to be able to back that up. You 
have to know somebody, but at the same 
time you have to pass all the tests, so to 
speak. You have to know your business, 


whether it be music, film, art or whatever. 


ALICE: I ask the same questions to 
virtually everybody who I interview for 
the newsletter, no matter what they’re 
doing, whether it is you, Carl, Ed, Brad 
Elliott, or anybody. There is always 
someone who wants to follow in that 
person’s footsteps.

MIKE: Definitely! 

ALICE: It’s amazing even today. I’ve 
never known of a time when there were 
so many people who wanted to come to 
Hollywood and make it big. Most people 
think that’s a lot of bull, but it isn’t. 
MIKE: There are people who have what 
it takes, and those that don’t. The people 
who have what it takes, that could 
happen to any one of us. They really 
might have a gift for another field other 
than films or music that they should 
pursue. You get a lot of people who are 
bitter, you try to come out and maybe 
fail the first time or the second time 
and bo back and say it’s not happening 
so forget about it. That is not right. 


Sometimes people come out three or 
four.times and make it on the fourth 


time. There’s no real answer. 
ALICE: I guess the secret is to persevere. 
MIKE: . . . and believe in yourself, be- 
lieve in what you think is going to be 
able to make it. 

ALICE: The world wasn’t built in a day. 
It take time. If you can make ends meet 
in the meantime, that’s fine. 

MIKE: It’s much easier to support your- 
self than 2 or 3 mouths. 

ALICE: Oh yes. 

MIKE: It gets tougher and tougher. 
ALICE: So is there anything else you 
would like to add? 

MIKE: I can’t really think of too much. 
You’ve got the background down. 
ALICE: Yeah, we know where you’ve 
been. Where do you think you’re going 
in the future? 

MIKE: That’s a tough one as well, too. 
ALICE: Statistically, you’ve got a long 
time to live. 

MIKE: Hopefully, I’m not going to worry. 
I want to keep creating and writing, 
which I’m always doing. Sometimes it’s 
hard to get it across to people. I want 

to just keep creating the best I possibly 
can, playing my drums, piano and

writing. Hopetully, ıt will come to me.
